A Biff Fire at Pilot Grove Last 
Midniffht. 


THE LOSS FULLY $1 0 ,0 0 0 . 


H* W. Harris, ot Sedaiia, Ownpd Most 
Of the Real Estate— “ Enter­ 
prise” Burned Out, 


T h e biggest fire in the history 


of Pilot Grove occurred there lust 


m idnight, no less than eleven busi­ 


ness houses being destroyed, en­ 


tailing a loss of fully $10,000, w ith 


only small insurance. 


The property destroyed was the

and Roe 


streets, and the follow ing business 


men were burned o u t :

“ For one thing , we would like 
v ery much to see the so-called Col­ 
orado line ex tended west from its 
p resent terminus at Union, Mo. 
Sedalia is on the orig inal surv ey of 
this road, and when it is comp let­ 
ed we ex p ect to g et it. 
“ The line would trav erse a new 
and p romising country , about thir­ 
ty or forty miles south of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, and, after p assing 
throug h Versailles, ’ would work 
ov er toward Sedalia. 
From there 
the sup p osition is that it would run 
in a northwest« rly Mirection, strik­ 
ing the Missouri riv er at Sibley , 
where the main line of the Santa 
Fe crosses the riv er. 
“ i'his is p roceeding up on the 
theory that the Santa Fe will use 
the road for a St. Louis line, as 
orig inally coniemp lated. 
“ In addition to this p roject, Se­ 
dalia ex p ects to sucure a direct line 
to Sp ring field, which will also run 
throug h undev elop ed country .”

F. Concannon, 
and he is expected to die from his 
injuries. 
The robbery was done so quietly 
and quickly that it was not known 
until the train arrived at the depot, 
when the messenger was discovered 
in his car unconscious. 
He was 
alone in his car when assaulted. 
The express company refused to 
yive the amount of money taken. 
The sheriff 
and 
posse left at 
once in pursuit of the robbers. 
The messenger is in a comatose 
condifion, and further particulars 
are not obtainable.

$5, 000

aken, and officers say that fully 
$10, 000 is missing. 
The robbery occurred between 6 
and 7 o’clock. 
The train was the 
northbound Denison and Sherman 
jranch train. 
It was delayed

few minutes about 600 yards from 
the station, while some switching 
was done. 
Railroad men at the station and 
in the yards saw Messenger C on­ 
cannon standing in the express car 
doorway, w aiting for the switch­ 
ing to be finished. 
W hen the train reached the de­ 
pot Messenger Concannon was ly­ 
ing on the car floor, covered with 
blood, his skull crushed in and his 
car robbed of all the money it had 
contained,

$5, 000 to $10, 000. 
The crime had been committed 
in the short space of time that had 
elapsed after the messenger was 
seen standing in the doorway of 
his car. 
The officials have no clue to the 
robbery and do not

The surgeons say they 
do not expect him to recover con­ 
sciousness.
